Phillips devoted th e g r e a te r part o f 
the day to viewing the physical as­ 
pects of grad** buildings, th e heating 
and ventilatin g system*, toilet and 
lavato ry a rra n g e m e n t s in basements, 
and (lie lightin g facilities for h a l l ­ 
ways and class rooms. 
After m a k ­ 
ing a careful

buildings, the W hittier. Lincoln and 
W ashington. Mr. Phillips announced 
that he found the buildings in ex­ 
cellent condition considering the fact 
th a t all of them were built years ago 
and before th e time when sta te re­ 
quirem ents were definite in sanitary 
details. 
Inspector Phillips examined 
the high school building from b as e­ 
ment to attic, noting th e cha nges that 
had been made durin g the summer, 
particula rly in the industrial q u a r t ­ 
ers. and he was very pronounced In 
his praise of the work don** by the 
board of education in meeting some 
very difficult problems skillfully and
